There was no announcement 
whatever of what went on. How- 
ever, the identity of the partici- 
pants pointed strongly toward 
some development in the atomic 
weapons field on an internation- 
al level. 

‘ Times Guesses 

The New York Times said the 
meeting dealt with the question 
of giving to Great Britain tech- 
nical information on the produc- 
tion of atomic bombs. 

It was learned later, however, 
the newspaper added, that no de- 
cisions were made during the ses- 
sion unless the President came to 
some determination that he did 
not disclose. 

The 16 men who were closeted 
with Mr. Truman were singular- 
ly close-mouthed as they left. 
What little they did reply to re- 
porters’ questions could be sum- 
med up: 

“If anything is going to be said, 
the President will say it.” 

No Comment 

But Mr. Truman declined to- 
day to discuss the secret meet- 
ing at all. 

A reporter asked him for en- 
lightenment on the occasion for 
the hush-hush parley. 

The President said he had “no 
comment”. 

The reporter said he was act- 
ing as a spokesman for other 
White House newsmen. 

“You are just trying to find 
out something and you ain't go- 
ing to do it,’ the President re- 
plied firmly but good-naturedly. 

Mr. Truman wasn’t talking. 
There was no sign that he would 
later. 

The conference, staged against 
the dual backdrops of (a) the 
sharp senate debate on the At- 
lantic Pact and arms-for-Europe 
and (b) a congressional hearing 
into charges of mismanagement 
of the atomic energy program, 
threw open the doors to wide 
areas of speculation. 

This was true because of the 
secrecy that surrounded every- 
thing, even though it could be 
that nothing sensational was in- 
volved. 

Here’s the list of those at the 
conference with the President: 

Vice-President Barkley, Secre- 
tary of State Acheson, Secretary 
of Defense Johnson, General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, who has 
been presiding as chairman of 
the joint military chiefs of staff;

Chairman Connally (D.-Tex.) of 
the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee; Chairman Tydings (D.- 
Md.) of the senate armed _ ser- 
vices committee; Chairman Mc- 
Mahon (D.-Conn.) of the joint 
senate-house atomic energy com- 
mittee. 

Also Senator Vandenberg (R.- 
Mich.), Republican foreign pol- 
icy spokesman and member of 
both the foreign relations and 
joint atomic committees; Senator 
Hickenlooper (R.-Iowa), a mem- 
ber of both groups and author of 
the “incredible mismanagement” 
charges against the atomic en- 
ergy commission (AEC); Rep. 
Durham (D.-N.C.), vice-chair- 
man of the joint committee, and 
Rep.

PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia (7) 

Czechoslovakia’s Communist 
minister of justice pictured Arch- 
bishop Josef Beran today as a 
traitor to the state, and moved 
to seize full control of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

Justice Minister Alexei Cepicka 
made the accusation against the 
primate in a speech to the cen- 
tral action committee of the na- 
tional front, to whom he proposed 
a law which would give the Red 
government a strangle-hold on 
the church. Its passage is re- 
garded as a matter cf course. 

Virtual Prisoner 

Passage of the law would pave 
the way for the next government 
move in the state-church fight. 
The archbishop is not under ar- 
rest now, formally, but he is a 
virtual prisoner in his palace, un- 
der the guard of Communist 
plainclothes policemen. 

At the same time, Information 
Minister Vaclav Kopecky directly

Control Funds 

Cepicka’s proposed law would 
give the government control of 
church funds, appointment of the 
clergy and administration of 
church property. 

The minister told the commit- 
tee, in a long review of the church- 
state conflict, that the archbishop 
and his clergy were guilty of 
treacherous acts against the state 
and this was a terrible indict- 
ment. He apparently used the 
term “indictment” as a figure of 
speech without its usual legal 
connotation. 

“One question remains unans- 
wered by Beran, and his bishops,” 
he said. “It is that in their blind 
subordination to the Vatican and 
unlimited hatred toward all that 
is progressive, just and good, 
they put all their eggs in one 
basket chosen by the Vatican— 
the same Vatican which today 
represents an indivisible part of 
capitalist exploitation and works 
with all its powers to preserve 
this system.”

Truman Signs 
Long-Range 
Housing Bill 


WASHINGTON (#)—President 
Truman signed the long-range} 
housing bill today and said it 
must be put into operation 
quickly. 

Passage of the bill by Congress 
last week gave Mr. Truman his 
first major victory in his “fair 
deal” legislative program. 

In a statement, Mr. Truman 
said the measre “equips the fed- 
eral government, for the first 
time, with effective means for 
aiding cities in the vital task of 
clearing slums and _ rebuilding 
blighted areas.” 

Immediate Request 

He said he is submitting to 
Congress “immediately” 
additional appropria- 
program this year: 

The most contrcversial provi- 
sion of the bill authorizes con- 
struction of 810,000 public hous- 
ing units during the next six 





years. 

It also provides for slum clear- 
ance and aids to farm housing. 

Housing Administrator Ray- 
mond M. Foley said he hopes-te 
get 50,000 publicly-owned dwell- 
ing units under way within the 
first year. 

The “entirely new program” o 
slum clearance will take more 
time, he said, because it requires 
extensive local planning, organi- 
zation and possibly local or state 
legislation.

Fire Insurance 
Rates May Fall 


Fire insurance rates for On- 
tario may be lower soon. 

Investigators for the National 
Fire Rating Board arrived in On- 
tario today to make another sur- 
vey of the city’s fire protection 
system. 

The survey was requested by 
the Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce in order to obtain a reduc- { 
tion in city rates. The chamber 
said it believed a rate reduction 
should be forthcoming because the 
Ontario residential rate for fire 
insurance is seven and a half! 
cents per $100 higher than the 
nearby cities of San Bernardino, 
Colton and Pomona. 

Fire fighting facilities in the 
above-mentioned cities are no bet- 
ter than those of Ontario and in 
some ways fall below Ontario’s 
standards, the chamber said. 





Thett of Six Bikes Reveals Story 
Of Boy Who Isn't A ‘Delinquent’ 


The average Citizen is apt te 
dismiss juvenile thefts in two 
ways—as “childish pranks” or as 
the work of a boy “who’ll come 
to no good.” 

Not so officers of the Ontario 
police juvenile bureau, because 
they know the inside story and, 
almost invariably, find there is a 
definite reason for juvenile de- 
linquency. 

Take for example a recent case 
of bicycle thefts cleared up by 
Juvenile Officer Tom Mooney of 
the Ontario Police Department’s 
juvenile bureau: 

During the past 10 days, six 
bicycles were stolen and police 
investigation resulted in the ar- 
rest of the thief—a 10-year-old 
boy. 

As is police department prac- 
tice, the case was then turned 
over to Mconey for further in- 
vestigation. 

Here is what Mooney found: 

The boy is the product of a 
split home. His father is seriously 
ill in the hospital while his mother 
attempts to make ends meet for 
her family of three children on 
a welfare check of $150. 

Time was when the boy had a 
bicycle, a brand-new cne. But 
that was before family finances 
sank to a non-existent level. One 
by one, family possessions were 
sold to provide food for the table. 

Among them went the bicycle.

“If the condition rows worse, 
consult your family doctor im- 
mediately,” the county health of- 
ficer said. 

Dr. Cosand said the two cases 
were early ones with outbreaks 
usually anticipated in August, 
but that there was no cause for 
alarm as long as the incidence 
didn’t suddenly increase.

More than half 
of the amount or 86,695 Ibs. (net) 
was clothing for men, women and 
children, while 11,293 ibs. were 
shoes.

Put yourself in the shoes of a 
Polish peasant. 

He is a Catholic, and a devout 
one, in a land where a relatively 
small body of Communists con- 
trols virtually every phase of his 
lay-to-day life. 

He is forced, of necessity, to 
have contact with the Communist 
propaganda, if only through read- 
ing official orders of the govern- 
ment. Assume he has learned of 
the Vatican ex-communication 
decree, through his diocesan au- 
thorities, forbidding him to ex- 
pose himself to Communist doc- 
trine. 

Is he faced with the necessity 
of disobeying the government and 
depriving himself of a living? 
From a literal reading of the de- 
cree ex-communicating Commu- 
nists and forbidding Catholic con- 
tact with them, thrs might appear 
to be the case. However, the 
effect probably would be to make 
his contact with his parish priest 
clocer than ever.

SAN FRANCISCO — Nicotine, 
one of the quickest of the deadly 
poisons, is pretty feeble when it 
comes to producing chronic tox- 
icity, a government medical re- 
searcher reported today. 

Rats fed for weeks on a diet 
containing nicotine in amounts 
too small to produce symptcms 
of acute poisoning established 
this peculiarity of the tobacco 
chemicl.

Poisoning In Tests With Rats 


told about it tceday in a paper 
prepared for delivery to the In- 
stitute of Food Technologists. 


The experiment was_ singled 
out to illustrate that acute and 
chronic poisoning are two entirely 
different things. Because of this, 
Dr. Deeds said, every insecticide 
used on food creps should be 
double-checked for its ability to 
couse both acute and chronic tox- 
icity. Nicotine is one of the old 
reliable spray materials. 

A drop of nicotine on a rab- 
bit’s tongue wiii cause ccnvul- 
sions and death in a few minutes. 
But Dr. Deeds fed rats on a nic- 
otine containing diet which if en- 
larged to man’s size would have 
amounted to a hundredth of an 
ounce of the poison daily in the 
focd. 

The rats lost their appetites 
but appeared no different from 
normal rats whose food intake 
was intentionally cut down to 
the same volume as that eaten 
by the animals on the poisoned 
diet. 

When nicotine was removed 
from the food, Dr. Deeds said, 
the appetites of the chronically 
poisoned rats picked up and they 
resumed normal growth, appar-

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Turkey Steak May Some Day 


Be Every Day Item on Menu 


Turkey steak may become an 
item on the American menu and 
a means of keeping the poultry- 
man happy. 

You take a solidly frozen turkey 
and cut it crosswise, through meat, 
bones and all, into steak - size 
slices, Grill or broil as desired. 

It tastes like neither steak nor 
turkey, but it’s good and it’s one 
way of having turkey without 
leftcvers, A. H. Klose and H. L. 
Hanson of the U. S. Agriculture 
Department research staff re- 
ported today. They told about it 
at the Institute of Food Tech- 
nologists meeting in San Fran- 
cisco. 

One of the advantages, the re- 
searchers said, is that it may pro- 
vide an outlet for full-grown tur- 
keys. Normally, the birds will 
grow until they weigh about 25 
pounds. But a turkey that size is 
too big for the average family. 


At the same time, it’s econom- 
ical for the poultryman to grow 
large birds because they are dif- 
ficult to start but easy to raise 
thereafter. 


Gocd packaging and a low tem- 
perature—-30 degrees below zero 
is better than 10 below, the re- 
searchers reported—will keep the 
steaks in good condition for six 
months or more. The white meat 
keeps better than the dark meat, 
probably because it contains less
